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A CONFLAGRATION having reduced to 
afhes one of the principal mofques of Cairo, the

for the child; in a fit of forwardnefs and anger, dafhed the 
{poon out of the hand of the nurie; and after incredible 
fatigue L recovered the ftation to which I had defcended 
from the doctor's wig. 

I was once more congratulating mpfelf on an efcape al. 
molt miraculous, when | was alarmed by the appearance 
of a barber, with all the dreadful apparatus of his trade. 
I foon found that the perfon whofe head I had chofen for 
an afylum wag become delirious, and that the hair was by 
ile pnyfician’s order to be removed for a bliller. 

Here my courage totally failed, and all my hopes for- 
fook me. It happened however, that though I wasen-

EVERY trifling information concerning a great man, 
to his admirers ceales to be fuch. | find in the segraifiana, 
page $3, this authentic Anecdove concerning the inimita- 
ble Cervantes. 

M. Du Boulay accompanied the French Ambaflador to 
Spain, when Cervantes was yetalive, He has told me, 
that the ambaflador one day complimented Cervantes on 
the great reputation he had acquired by his Don Quixote ; 
aud that Cervantes whifpered in his ear, ‘ Had it not been 
for the Inquifition, 1 fhould have made my book mach 
more entertaining,” 

Cervantes (fays Segrais in another place) was, as is 
well known, at the battle of Lepanto, where ke was 
wounded and enflared. He has given his own hiftory in 
Don Quixote. He was known at the court of Spain, but 
he did not receive thofe favours which might have been 
expected ; he was neglected.— His firft volume is the tine t 
—and his defign was to have finifhed there ; but he could 
not refit the importunities of his friends, who engaged 
him to make a feeond, which does not difplay the fare 
force, alihough it has many fplendid paflages. 

We have loft many good things of Cervantes, and other 
writers, becaufe of the tribunal of Religion and dullne/i,— 
One Aonius Palearius was fenfible of this; and faid § that 
the Inquificion was a poignerd aimed at the throat of li- 
terature.’ The image is ttriking, and the obfervation
